Madison, Wis., Dec. 3.—The move- 
ment for health supervision of school 
children is being extended rapidly.in 
Wisconsin. Its first aim is medical 
attention for pupils and the discovery 
and elimination 'of "physical defects. 
It also contemplates visiting nurses 
to follow up these cases in the home 
and see that the necessary treatment 
is given the child. Dental inspection 
and the teaching of hygiene are in- 
cluded in tine general plan. Numer- 
ous states have a law for the thor- 
ough examination of all school chil- 
dren in the state. Wisconsin has 
gone this far, but municipalities have 
taken such action of their own ac- 
cord. 
Milwaukee hires twelve physicians 
and five school nurses to supervise 
the health of her children in school. 
Wausau has four physicians and two 
nurses. The following cities, accord- 
ing to recent reports to State Super- 
intendent C. P. Gary, employ one phy- 
sician each: Ashland, Beloit, Pond du 
Lac, Grand Rapids, L.a Croase, Madi- 
son, Manitowoc, Superior, Two Rivers, 
West Allis.
